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1. Field training' was accomplished at Grafenwoehr Training Area for 
UJLENTIL Staff, and for Case Officers and Agent personnel of UJLZKTIL/FOX/ 
SOUTH during the periods L-6 and 10-15 July I960. 
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NOTES: a. 0FREYHART ( ©FRANZ) and ©TULLHEIM of the UPHILL Staybehind Staff 

(Section 961) also attended the exercises of 12-13 July. 

b. ©NOLL, @NAU and ©NEUKAMM, all new agents, were scheduled to 
attend, but ©NAU and ©NEUKAMM were ill. These are possibly members of the 
hitherto inactive U/5 KAFBEUREN Team which, to date, has had only an alleged 
leader (V-20566?) assigned. 

c. *Names marked with an asterisk are those of new members. Personal 
descriptions of these, as well as additional data on some of the other 
participants, are shown in Attachment. 

3. Personnel were quartered in Camp Kassarine, where two kitchen-dining 
rooms and one latrine were assigned. No privately-owned vehicles were brought 
on the post. Area M-South, comprising six square kilometers was assigned 
for training . 

U. Excellent air support was furnished by EAOB as requested in 
reference, with minor agreed changes in the times of three missions, which 
were enforced by the weather. The last mission, #9 on 15 July* had to be 
completely cancelled due to weather, and UPHILL declined a drop on the 
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alternate date. . The accurate approach and drop performance of the L-20, 
which was used in all exercises, made a good impression on the UPHILL 
participants. In order to initially attract the attention of the pilots to 
the daylight panel pattern, which is difficult to see from a low-flying 
airplane, red smoke candles were employed as the airplane approached. 

5. In addition to reception of parachute drops as scheduled in 
reference, all groups took training ins 

a. Burial of RCL equipment and preparation of empty burial locations 
to accommodate parachutes and cargoes. 

b. Establishing and servicing DLD's and arranging neutral meetings. 

6. It was noted that the recruiting problem is still serious, with 
only three recruits claimed in FOX/SOUTH during the past year, and only 
one newsagent in training. The same excuses ( over- employment and lack of 
interest) are given by the Case Officers and Staff.
